Jo ſpeak now of the true Temp r of E- 
tir : It is a thing rare, and hard to keep; 
for both Temper and Diſtemper conſiſt of 
Contmries. But it is one thing to mingle 
Contraries, another to enterchange them. 
The Anſwer of Apollonixe to Veſßaſan is full 
of excellent Inſtruction, Yefjafian asked 
him, hat was Nero's Overthrow ? He an- 
ſwered; Nero conld touch and tune the Harp 


wind the pins too high, ſometimes to let them 


domi too low. And certain it is, that nothing 


deſtroyeth Authority ſo much, as the —

Well, but in Government ſometimes he wſed t.

equal and untimely enterchange of Power 
Preſſed too farr, and Relaxed too much. 

This is true, that the Wiſdom of all theſe 
latter Times in . Affairs, is rather — 
Deliveries, iftings of Da a 
Miſchiefs , a” — near, — ſolid 
and ed Courſes to keep them aloof, 
But this is but to try Maſteries with Fortune: 
and let men beware, how they neglect and 
ſuffer matter of Trouble to be prepared: for 
no mancanforbid the Spark, nor tell whence 
it may come. The difficulties in Princes Bu- 
ſineſs ate many and great; but the greateſt 
difficulty is often in their own mind. For it 
is common with Princes, ( faith Tacitus to 
will Contradictories. S unt plerum que Re- 
gam valuntates vehementes, & inter ſe con- 
trariæ. For it is the Solceciſme of Power, 
to think to Command the End, and yet not 
endure the Mean. 

Kings have to deal with their Neighbonre, 
their Wives, their C hildren, their /relatet 
or Clergy, their Nebles, their Second Nobles 
or Gentlemen, their Merchants, their Com- 
mont, and their Mex of War. And from all 
theſe ariſe Dangers, if Care and Circum- 
ſpection be not uſed. 

Firſt, for their Neighbowys : There can 
no general Rule be given (the Occaſions 2

Edward the ſecond of England, his Queen 
had the principal hand in the depo and 
murther of her Husband, This kind of dun.

For their Children: The Tragedies like.

For their Prelate:: When they are proud 
and great, there is alſo danger from them;

the Kings Sword; and yet they had to deal 
witch Rout and haughty Kings; Wiliam Ra- 
fo, Henry the ficit, and Henry the ſecond. 
he danger is not from the State, but where 
it hath a dependance of foreign Authority; 
or where the Church. men come in, and are 
elected, not by the collation of the King, or 
particular Patrons; but by the People, 
For their Noble To keep them at a di- 
ſtance it is not amiſs, but to depreſs them 
may make a King more abſolute, but leſs 
ſaſe,and leſs able to perform any thing that he 


defies, I have noted it in my Hiſtory of King 


Hewry 
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of Empire. 85 = 
Henry the ſeventh of Eugland, who depreſſed 
his Nobility ; whereupon it came to paſs, 
that his times were full of Difficulties and 
Troubles; for the Nobility, though they 
continued loyal unto him, yet did they not 
co- operate with him in his buſineſs, ſo that 
in eſſect he was fain to do all thing him - 
ſelf. 
For their Second Nobles: There is not 
much danger from them, being a Body diſ-

are a counterpoize to the higher Mobility, 
that they grow not too potent.: And laſtly, 
being the moſt immediate in Authority with 
the common People, they do beſt remper 
popular Commotions. 

For.their Merchants: They are Vena 
porta, and if they flouriſhnot, a Kingdom 
may have good Limbs, but will have empty 
Veins, and nouriſh little. Taxes and Im- 
poſts upon them, do ſeldome good to the 
Kings Revenue, for that thathe winns in the 
Hundred, he leeſeth in the Shire ,, the parti- 
cular Rates being increaſed, but the total 


bulk of Trading rather decreaſed. 


For their Comment : There is little dan- 
ger from them, except it be where they have

As to Serrecy : Printer are not bound to 
communicate all matters with all Coxnſel- ' 
leurs, but may extract and ſelect. Neither 
is it neceſſary, that he that conſulteth what 
he ſhould do, ſhould declare what he will do. 
But let Princes beware, that the a»ſecreting 
of their Affairs comes not from themſelves. 
And as for Cabinet Connſels, it may be their 
Motto, Plenum rimarum ſum: One futile 
perſon, that maketh it his glory to tell, will 
do more hurt, than many — know it their 
duty to conceal. It is true, there be ſome 
Affairs which require extream Secrecy, wlich 
will hardly goe beyond one or two Perſors .

Beſides, 

Counſellonrrare not commonly ſo united, but 

that one Coumſellom keepeth Centinel over 

another z ſo that if any do Counſel; out of 
faction, or. private ends, it commonly comes 

to the Kings Ear. But the beſt Remedy is, 

if Princer know their Conn/ellowrs , as well as 
their Connſellours know them :

And on the other ſide, Comn/elowrs ſhould 
not be too ſpeculative into their Soveraign's 
Perſon, + The true compoſition of a Conn- 


ſellaur, t rather to be sil d in their Maſters 


guſmeſ than in his Nature; ſor then he is 
like dwadviſe hint, and not to feed his hu 
mour. It is of ſingular aſe to Princes , if 
they tale the Opinions of theit Conncel, both 
ſepar ateſꝝ and together. Por private opini - 
on is more {ice}, but opinion before otfiers 
is more reverend. In private, Men are more 
bold i their own humours; and in conſort, 
Men are more obnoxious to others humours : 
therefore it is good to take both. And of the 
inferiour ſort, rather in priyste, to preſerve 
freedome; of the greater, rather in conſort, 
to preſerve reſpect. It is in vain for Princes 
to tike Coumſel concerning Matters, if they 
take

take no Cunſel likewiſe concerning Perſons : 
for gll Matters are as dead Images; and the 
life of the execution of Aſſairt reſteth in the 
good choice of Perſons. Neither is it enough 
to conſult concerning Perſons, Sec undum ge- 
mra, as in an Idea, or Mathematical De- 
ſcription, what the kind and character of the 
Perſon ſhould be, for the greateſt errours 
are committed, and the moſt judgement is 
ſhewninthe choice of Individyels. It was 
truly ſaid, — Conßliarii mort; Bool? 
will ſpeak plain, when Counſelours blanch. 
Therefore it is to be converſant in 
them, - ſpecially che Books of ſuch as them- 
ſelves have baen Actors upon the age. 
The Counſel: at chis day in moſt placks ate 
but familiar meetings, where Matters are ra- 
ther talked on than debated. And they run 
too ſwift to the Order or Act of Cunſel. It 
were better, that in Cauſes of weight, the 
Matter were propounded one day, and not 
ſpoken to till the next day, In nofte Conſilium. 
So was it done in the Commiſſion of Union 
between England and Scotland, which was a 
Grave and Orderly Aſſembly. - I commend 
ſet dayes for Petitions : for both it gives the 
Suitours more ' certainty for their Attend- 
ance; and it frees the meetings for Matters 
of Eſtate, that they may Hoc agerr. In coy

of Committees for ripening Buſineſs for the 
Counſel, it is better to chooſe indifferent 
Perſons, than to make an Indifferency ; b 
putting in thoſe that are ſtrong on bot 
ſides, I commend alſo ſtanding Commiſſions , 
as for Trade, for Treaſure, tor War, for 
Suits, for ſome Provirces : for where there 
be divers particular Coxnſels , and but one 
Counſel ot Eſtate, ( as it is in Spain) they 
are in eſſect no more than ſtanding Commiſſi- 
ons ; ſave that they have greater Authority.
